ton  became  the  first  paid  basket- 
ball coach  of  the  school  and  under 
his  direction  the  Academy  players 
gained  enough  polish  to  enter  the 
Utah  Basketball  league.  This 
league,  formed  in  1904,  was,  in 
reality,  a Church  School  league, 
since  its  members  included  the 
LDS  College  of  Salt  Lake,  the 
Brigham  Young  College  of  Logan, 
the  Weber  Stake  Academy  of 
Ogden  and  the  Brigham  Young 
University. 

The  first  league  champion- 
ship went  to  the  LDS  Univer- 
sity in  1904.  In  1905,  the  Og- 
den School  for  the  Deaf  and 
Blind  was  added  and  a year 
later  was  dropped.  In  1906, 
the  Utah  Agricultural  College 
was  added  to  the  ranks  of  the 
league.  The  University  of 
Utah  and  the  Salt  Lake 
YMCA  were  also  added  in 
1907,  raising  the  total  num- 
ber of  teams  to  seven. 

The  Y lads  won  the  league 
championship  in  the  years  1905 
and  1906  and  when  three  teams 
dropped  from  the  league  in  1907, 
the  remaining  teams,  BYU,  BYC, 
U.  of  U.,  UAC,  formed  a college 
and  university  league. 


weeks  has  been  a major  factor  in 
the  progress  that  has  been  made. 
Even  if  there  should  be  bad 
weather,  work  can  continue  on 
schedule. 

Brick  Work  Completed 

Brick  work  has  now  been  com- 
pleted on  walls  throughout  the 
building.  Finishing  work  on  the 
entrance  isn’t  expected  to  take 
much  time. 

Heating  facilities  are  now  com- 
pletely installed  so  that  uniform 
temperatures  can  be  maintained. 
Most  of  the  overhead  heating 
units  have  been  completed  and 
the  heat  line  from  the  central 
heating  plant  has  been  put  in  and 
connections  are  being  made. 

Plumbers  have  started 
work  in  the  shower  rooms 
with  some  of  the  tile  already 
being  laid.  Concession  stands 
underneath  the  stands  are 
also  beginning  to  take  form. 
Fifteen  steel  trusses  each 
weighing  24  tons  formed  the  bas- 
ic roof  structure  for  the  mam- 
moth building.  Orginally  there 
was  some  trouble  over  water 
seepage  and  quicksand,  but  all 
the  foundations  have  been  built 
on  bedrock,  and  range  from  five 
to  eleven  feet.. 

Seats  12,000 

The  building  will  have  a per- 
manent seating  capacity  of  7,500 
and  a temporary  capacity  of 
12,000. 

Ground  breaking  ceremonies 
for  the  badly  needed  facilities 
were  held  May  24,  1950,  with  of- 
ficials of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in 
attendance. 

The  LDS  church  contrib- 
uted $450,000  of  the  $900,000 
needed  while  the  University 
raised  the  other  half.  Dean 
Wesley  P.  Lloyd  had  charge

Other  state  championships  were 
won  in  1911,  1912,  1914,  1915  and 
1917.  In  1917,  the  quintet  landed 
second  place  hcfnors  in  the  Na- 
tional AAU  Championships  held 
in  Chicago,  losing  to  Illinois  in 
the  final  game.  In  the  previous 
year,  1916,  the  Cats  lost  to  the

coordinated  student  activities 
for  the  fund-raising  drive 
with  those  of  alumni  through- 
out the  country,  and  made 
trips  all  over  the  United 
States  to  further  the  cam- 
paign. 

Construction  was  originally  to 
have  been  completed  by  early 
February  so  that  some  of  the 
regular  season  games  could  have 
been  played  there.  However,  de- 
lays in  receiving  materials,  fac- 
tory strikes,  and  weather  condi- 
tions made  this  impossible. 

According  to  Dr.  C.  J.  Hart, 
chairman  of  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion department,  the  completion 
of  the  fieldhouse  will  greatly  en- 
large next  year’s  intramural  play. 

Rooms  for  wrestling,  boxing 
and  correction  will  be  available, 
along  with  courts  for  squash  and 
handball.  Two  basketball  floors 
will  be  available  in  addition  to 
the  main  gymnasium. 

These  facilities  will  allow  par- 
ticipation of  sixty  intramural  bas- 
ketball teams  playing  twice  week- 
ly instead  of  the  present  forty 
teams  playing  once  a week,  and 
will  eliminate  this  year’s  late 
hours.

In  1923,  the  Cougars  won 
the  conference  crown  and  in 
1924  carried  off  the  western 
division  honors.  1925  was 
another  championship  year 
but  in  1927  and  1928,  the  Cats 
were  at  their  lowest  ebb 
since  the  beginning  of  the 
sport  at  BYU. 

However,  in  1929,  the  Brigham 
Young  lads  copped  the  western 
division  honors  again  and  finished 
a close  second  place  in  1930.  By 
t this  time  various  other  schools 
f had  entered  the  league. 

Highest  Peak 

In  the  years  1932-33-34,  Cougar 
basketball  reached  its  highest 
: Peak  in  the  school’s  history.  The 
f first  year,  the  Y won  the  western 
division  laurels  but  lost  a heart- 
breaker  to  Wyoming  in  the  finals. 
Elwood  Romney  became  BYU’s 
first  All-American,  and  in  1934, 
after  being  benched  all  season 
because  of  an  injury,  led  the 
Provo  lads  to  three  victories  over 
the  Cowboys  to  win  the  confer- 
ence championship. 

Nineteen  hundred  thirty- 
four  saw  the  conference 
crown  go  to  BYU  again. 
Floyd  Millet,  since  then  a 
coach  of  Y basketball  teams, 
was  chosen  as  all-conference 
during  all  three  years. 

The  years  1935  to  1941  found 
!the  Y club  in  the  top  half  of  the 
standings  and  a tough  opponent 
for  any  team  in  tho  conference. 
In  1942,  the  Cougars  were  invited 
to  play  in  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den, the  first  time  a western 
team  had  done  so.  The  Cats  also 
carried  off  western  division  hon-

Record  to  Date 
To  bring  the  record  to  date, 
1944  saw  the  Cougars  win  11 
games  and  lose  7;  in  1945  the 
record  was  13  wins  and  12  losses; 
in  1947,  they  took  fourth  place; 
in  1948,  the  BYU  lads  won  the 
conference  bunting;  in  1949,  the 
Y boys  won  fourth  place  and 
then  in  the  1949-50  season  fin- 
ished strong  to  reclaim  the  con- 
ference title. 

This  year  is  the  first  national 
championship  for  Brigham  Young 
University.

This  made  competition 
more  keen  and  championships 
more  important  and  more  diffi- 
cult to  achieve. 

In  1947,  Colorado  U.  withdrew 
from  the  conference,  leaving  the 
present  organization  known  as 
the  ‘Skyline  Six.’ 

This  year’s  record  is  a fitting 
climax  to  a half  century  of  bas- 
ketball at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity.
